An unidentified negro is dead to­ 
da; as the result of a fight said to 
have occurred during the raid Sunday 
evening near seven o'clock by Offi­ 
cers R. E. Stewart and J. M. West of 
the Albany police in Oklahoma sec­ 
tion, Albany negro district. 
The shooting is said to have occur­ 
red shortly after seven o'clock when 
the negro is alleged to have offered 
resistance to the officers, attempting 
to arrest him, believing that he was 
transporting prohibited liquors. The 
body is believed to be that of Neil 
Garrett, Limestone county negro. Of­ 
ficers declared that he was apparent­ 
ly about 50 years of age. 
According to the story told today by 
Officer West, who was a member of 
the raiding party, the two Albany 
officers had gone to the Oklahoma 
section near nightfall expecting to lo­ 
cate a cache of liquor. 
He stated that they waited near a 
small hicket, north of the Austinville 
crossing when something came out 
of the wooded section. He stated that 
he at first thought the moving object 
to be that of a cow but later realized 
that it was a man. He declared that 
the negro was carrying a sack upon 
his back and set it ddwn to give fight 
as the officers made an effort to ar­ 
rest him. 
The negro is said to have thrown sev­ 
eral missies in the direction of the of­ 
ficers. 
West stated that he finally 
grappled with the negro, but found 
that he was no match for the man. He 
believed the negro to be a physical 
specimen in strength and said that he 
did not know from what angle the 
fatal shot was fired. 
Officer Stewart could not be reach­ 
ed today, but it is understood by the 
testimony of officers that 
Stewart 
fired at the negro. The shot is said 
to have taken effect on the right side 
of the chest. Officers declared that 
the negro died in three or four min­ 
utes and that the body was 
turned 
over to the negroes of that section, 
later being sent to the Sykes estab­ 
lishment and up until a late hour to­ 
day the body had not been identified 
nor any arrangements made for bu- 
m l.

Ordinances Of Both Of 
Municipalities To 
Be Enforced 


Strict enforcement of the milk grad­ 
ing ordinances in Albany and Deca- 
tunr with classification of all supply 
dairies, will begin on November 18, 
it was announced today by 
local 
health officials. 
Ordinances requiring the grading 
of all milk sold in the two cities wore 
passed by the city councils of Albany 
and Decatur some months ago. Time 
was given the dairymen, however, to 
obtain such equipment as they desired 
with a view of getting good ratings 
before inauguration of the rigid clas­ 
sification and the placing of caps, giv­ 
ing the rating, on*all milk sold. 
The Morgan County health depart­ 
ment has been taking specimens of 
milk sold here for sometime, the spe­ 
cimens later being examined at the 
Tennessee Valley laboratory. 
This 
practice will be continued and every 
bottle of sweet milk sold in the two 
cities must have a cap, showing the 
grade of the milk contained in 
the 
bottle. 
All public places where milk is sold 
must display a sign, advising ousto- 
mers of the grade of milk being serv­ 
ed. * 
Health officials today pointed out 
that the law does not contemplate at­ 
tempting to force any dairy owner to 
produce only grade A milk, or any 
other grade of milk. 
The law does 
insist, however, that whatever grade 
is produced shall be stated on the bat­ 
tle in order that the consumer may 
know exactly what grade is being 
bought. 
\ 
The law does not permit adultera­ 
tion of milk, it was also pointed out, 
Addition of water is considered adul­ 
teration.

gasoline tax increased $451,345.38 for the fiscal year 
ending Oct. 1 this year over last year, the first year 
of the operation of the tax. The total gross receipts 
from the 2 cents tax amounted to $2,024,816.04. This 
sum was apportioned in equal amounts to the 67 
cpunties giving to each something like $30,000. 
Some murmurs of dissatisfaction have been heard 
against the method of distributing this tax, the con­ 
tention being made that it is unfair and arbitrary to 
take from the rich and populous counties and give to 
the smaller sub-divisions that make very meager con­ 
tributions to the common fund. The county of Jeffer­ 
son, for example, pays to the state something like 
.ten times as much as it receives us its prorata of the 
tag, but this is an old issue that was fought out in 
th|e legislature when the tax was imposed and there is 
small chance now that itHvifl ever be solved differ­ 
ently. 
The beneficiaries of the present arrangement 
preponderate in numbers and constitute a consider­ 
able majority of the legislature and the probability 
that they will ever hand over such a decisive ad­ 
vantage is a remote one. The plea is made that the 
* strong counties should not only build and maintain 
their own highways but should supplement this ser­ 
vice by extending substantial aid to their less fortu­ 
nate sister counties and the gasoline tax is distributed 
on this principle. 
Chairman Rogers’ proposed bond issue should go a 
long way toward settling the county fight for additional 
revenues for road building. 
He plans to settle this con­ 
troversy according to population which looks to us to be 
the .fair and square thing to do. 
Jefferson county, for 
instance, is willing to aid Morgan county in her build­ 
ing program so far as moral support is concerned—Jef­ 
ferson’s people are more than pleased to hear the con- 
%nuc<i reports of progress in the northern section of the 
state, but that does not mean that the same folks south 
of here are gladly reaching in their pockets to pay the 
bill. 
We do not expect so much from them any more 
than they expect such aid from the people of the Valley. 
The-real issue before the people is not the question of 
where or fiow the money is to be spent, it is the question 
of convincing people that the bond issue is advisable and 
that an additional tax on motor fuel is just. 
We feel that the tax is justifiable on the grounds that 
Morgan will gain a substantial share of the road building 
program, that part for which she pays. How the rest of 
the folks in the county feel is solely a matter of specula­ 
tion.
